WAR BREAD COSTLY TO 
BPJTISHGOVERMENT 

Every year the British government 
pays $200,000,000 toward the cost of 
that nation's war bread. That Is the' 
principal reason why English bread 
prices are lower today to the consumer 
than In America. Incidentally the 
British bread is much poorer than the 
American. 

Great Britain has taken over nil 
home grown grain, bought at an arbi- 
trary price, and all imported wheat 
bought In markets of the world at pre- 
vailing prices. This is turned over to 
the mills by the government at a price 
that allows the adulterated war bread 
loaf of four pounds to sell at 18 cents. 
The two pound loaf costs 9 cents, and 
the one pound loaf sells for 5 cents. 

In milling, however, 14 per cent 
more flour is extracted from the wheat 
than in America. And there is a com- 
pulsory adulteration of 20 per cent 
and an allowable adulteration of 50 
per cent 

Compared with American bread, the 
British product is only about 65 per 
cent pure at its best 

In France,. under conditions some- 
what similar, but with a larger extrac- 
tion, the four pound loaf sells for 10 
cents. 



It is probable that Europe for many 
years after the war will look to ai 
great extent to America for Its meat! 
supply. 

Europe's herds are dwindling under 
war's demands faster than they can be 
replenished. 

When the German armies retired 
from occupied portions of France and 
| Belgium approximately 1,800,000 head 
j of cattle were appropriated. This ad- 
| dltlon virtually safeguarded Germany 
I from cattle shortage other nations now 
suffer. 

. In England some 2,400,000 acres of 
grass lands have by compulsory meas- 
ures been forced into grain production,, 
thus reducing pasturage and hay lands. 
A declining scale of maximum moat 
prices for Ifve cattle was ordained in 
England, as follows : Fbr September, 
$17.76 per hundred pounds; October, 
$17.28; November and December, 
$16.0$ and for January, $14.40. The 
evident Intent of this measure was to 
drive the beef animals into market as 
soon as possible. 

According to official French figures, 
the cattle of France have decreased to ! 
a total of 12,341,900 as compared with 
14,807,000 In 1913. Today, due to lack 
of forage principally, France Is pro- 
ducing only one gallon pf milk where 
before the war two and one-half gal- 
lons were produced. 

Meantime the United States food ad- 
ministration has taken steps to con- 
serve our flocks and herds and to in- 
crease their numbers. The stock breed- 
ers of this country show a disposition 
to co-operate with the government in

-MEASURE WHEAT EXPORTS 

"We have already exported the 
whole of the surplus of the 1917 wheat 
harvest over and above the normal de- 
mands of our own population. It is 
necessary, therefore, for the food ad- 
ministration to restrict export of wheat 
so as to retain in the United States 
sufficient supplies to carry our own 
people until the next harvest 

"Therefore ail exports of wheat 
from now > forward are limited entlrly 
to volume of saving made by the Amer- 
ican people in their consumption of 
wheat and wheat products. 

"We continued wheat shipments for 
December as far «s our situation al- 
lowed, but even with all the conserva- ' 
tion made we were still unable to load 
several hundred thousand tons of food- 
stutts urgently required by the allied 
nations during the month of December 
alone."

For many years It has been a prac- 
tice among many of the dairy people 
of this country to kill male calves at 
birth and In many Instances the fe- 
males if not needed to replenish their 
herds rather than go to the expense of 
maturing them into veal.

Another 
encouraging fact is 75 per cent of 
calves killed for veal this year were 
males.

In Den- 
mark under a recent order one-fourth 
of the hogs were ordered to be killed. 
It Is estimated that one-half have now 
been killed.

We have 
forfeited wholesalers' licenses In ag- 
gravated cases, and we have Issued 
warnings to first offenders In a great 
many instances through our local ad 
mlnlstrntors."

Ailierlcan sugar stocks could be fill- 
ed to normal very soon If ships could 
be sent to 4ava, where 250,000 tons of 
sugar Is waiting f or shipment But 
the shipping situation Is so ncute that 
the nation, cannot spare tho eleven 
ships needed to transport this sugar. 
It would take tho boats one venr to 
hind 250,000 tons.' In the same time 
they could he used for transporting 
200,000 soldiers to Frnnce.

WHEN British guns came 
pounding at the age-old 
walls of Bagdad, ancient 
home of Sinbad the Sailor 
and. Haroun-ai-Raschid, a new epoch 
began lu the history of this long dor- 
mant middle East The romantic city 
of golden minarets and languorous 
dreams awoke to new life — to play a 
big, eventful part in the giant upheaval 
that is changing the map of the world. 
Gone forever, now, is that favorite 
phrase, "The Changeless East," 6ays a 
writer In the Los Angeles Times. 

Today the British hold Mesopotamia, 
the richest province In the Ottoman 
empire. They have built their own rail- 
road from the Persian gulf to Bagdad 
—through 600 miles of changing land- 
scape — a landscape of dense date 
groves, of fertile fields, of wild marsh- 
es, and sandy desert. Bagdad, the 
key to the middle East, is theirs. 

The Bagdad route proper begins at 
Scutari, a suburb of Constantinople on 
the Asiatic side of the Bosporous. runs 
southeast of Aleppo, thence off east to 
the Euphrates and Tigris country — 
with network of branches — and thence 
south along the winding Tigris to the 
hot waters of the Persian gulf. 

For sheer human Interest, no trip 
In the world can compare with a jour- 
ney over the route of the Bagdad rail- 
way. 

And, when the great war has ended, 
and trippers are again making the tour 
of the world, It Is Inevitable that 
hordes will forsake the Suez route to 
go by rail via Nineveh, Bugdad, and 
the old Garden of Eden. 

Region Older Than History* 

It Is a region that was old when his- 
tory began — the veritable cradle of the 
rac(« — the home of the Phoenicians, the 
Chaldeans, the Assyrians and Baby- 
lonians. And remnants of some of 
these old races are still found there, 
living now as they lived so many thou- 
sands of years ago. Among the desert 
Bedouins the covenant of bread and 
salt Is still kept, and the law of asylum 
Is strictly observed. If you are being 
pursued by an enemy, you can run Into 



Abraham started on his voyage of ex- 
ploration to the Land of Canaan. 
Scenes Along the Tigris. 

As your train winds along the swift, 
muddy Tigris, you will see Arabs trav- 
eling by "kclek," which is a raft of 
poles supported by the inflated skins 
of goats. These same old rafts, by the 
way,* are pictured on the inscribed 
walls of Nineveh. These same picture 
walls show men crossing the river by 
the aid of Inflated goat skins, each man 
supporting himself on a skin and pad- 
dling with his hands as a child paddies 
In his swimming pool with "water- 
wings." And to this day, at Mossul 
(which Is opposite old Nineveh), the 
Arab workmen cross the river by 
means of these skins. From faraway 
Persian provinces, from Kurdestan and 
mountain countries long camel cara- 
vans come trekking In, bringing wool, 
hides, carpets and skins of date's. And 
when they go back, they carry cases of 
American kerosene, or boles of "piece 
goods" from Manchester, or cube sugar 
from France. 

Neaifing Bagdad, the river towns 
take on an air of greater bustle. The 
peopled will no longer throw rocks, or 
run shrieking at sight of the train and 
the "tjrenghles" (foreigners). They 
will cope peddling all manner of ed- 
ibles. Horn curdled camel-milk to Turk- 
ish i*o^ ^t-»mr -pistachio Mrtir. Autt m 
the erotftled, dusty bazaar streets — 
roofed oVer like tunnels to keep out 
the heat,— you will see offered for sale 
hand sewing machines, "dollar watch- 
ed," graphophones and tons of gaudy 
calicoes. 

There Is another class of tourists, 
also, who stream across Mesopotamia 
by tens of thousands, every year. And, 
to handle this' traffic, the far-sighted 
Germans planned a branch railroad 
from the Persian frontier down to Bag- 
dad, thence southwest through old 
Babylon to the holy cities of Kerbela 
and Nedjef. The Shia pilgrims, this 
strange tourist horde Is called, and 
from this pilgrim trade alone the Bag- 
dad railway will — when open to nor- 
mal traffic — derive millions of dollars a

Food Production Should Be In* 
creased at All Cost. 

In his letter to tho public on th* 
1st of January, Hon. W. J. Hanna, Can- 
ada's Food Controller, snys: — 

"Authoritative Information has 
reaohed me that food shortage in Eu- 
rope is terribly real, and only ths 
sternest rosoive on the part of the pro- 
ducers, and equally stern economies on 
the part of ail as consumers, can pos- 
sibly save the situation. 

"France last year had a crop be- 
tween one-third nnd one-half that of 
a normal year. Women did the work of 
draught animals in a determined effort 
to make the Impoverished soil of 
France produce every possible ounce 
of food. They now look to us to make 
up their deficiency of essential sup- 
plies. 

"The harvest in Italy was far below 
normal and wlU require much larger 
supplies to feed her people until next 
harvest. 

"It is impossible for the allies to 
spare many cargo carriers to transport 
foodstuff from India, Australia, New 
Zealand and even the ArgenUne Repub- 
lic. This means that the allied naUona 
are pracUcally dependent upon North 
America to supply them with the food 
which must be forthcoming If terrible 
suffering is to be avoided and the fight- 
ing efficiency of the armies maintained. 

"On December 1, the United States 
had not a single bushel of wheat for 
export, after allowance was made for 
domesUc requirements on the basis of 
normal consumption, and the United 
States Food AdmlnlstraUon is endeav« 
oring to bring about a reducUon of 20 
per cent in home consumption of wheut 
nnd flour. This would release 100,000. 
000 bushels for export, Taut the Allies 
will require nearly five times' that 
amount before the 1918 harvest. 

Canada is the duly country in tha 
world, practically accessible to the Al> 
lies under present conditions of ship- 
ping shortage, which has an actual ex- 
portable surplus of wheat after allow- 
ance for normal home requirements. 
The surplus today is not more than 
110,000,000 bushels. A reducUon of 20 
per cent In our normal consumption 
would save an addlUonal 10,000,000 
bushels for export The outlook for 
production of food stuffs in Europe 
next year is dlstlncUy unfavorable. 

"Such is the situation — grave beyond 
anything that we thought possible a 
few months ago. Unless our people 
are aroused to a realizaUon of what 
the world shortage means to us, to our 
soldiers and to our Allies, and of the 
horrible possibilities whlch"~lt entails, 
disaster Is inevitable. 

"Production, too, must be Increased 
to the greatest possible extent Pres- 
ent war conditions demand extraordi- 
nary efforts, and every man, woman, 
boy or girl who can produce rood hae 
a national duty to do so. 

"I am confident that whft. the people 
of this country realize that the food 
situation Is of utmost g»*vity they will 
willingly adjust themselves to the ne- 
cessities of the case and make what- 
ever sacrifices may Ive required. The 
call which Is made upon them is In 
the name of the Canadian soldiers at 
the front, the allied armies, and the 
civilian populations of the allied na- 
tions who have already made food sac- 
rifices to an extent little realized by 
the people of this country." 

Here Is an appeal made by a man, 
upon whom rests tho great responslbil- 
ltr of assisting in providing food for 
the allies and the soldiers at the front, 
who are fighting the batties In mud 
and blood.

We mus 
save and produce. Our lands must be 
tilled no matter where It may be, In 
Canada or the United States. It Is 
our duty to cultivate. Splendid oppor- 
tunities in tho United States are open 
for further cultivation of lands. West- 
ern Canadn also offers opportunities In 
high producing lands at low prices. 
Decide for yourself where you can do 
tho most good, on laud In the United 
States or In Canada, and get to work
